rectly under and in front of the fish- 
way. For convenience In handling they 
are r-laced in boxes, made for this pur- 
pose, the males and females being kept 
separate. 
Stripping the flsh Is usually done ev- 
ery three or four days and the fish are 
kept in confinement no longer than is 
absolutely necessary. 


When taking the eggs, the flsh are 


•'laced in nets and the spawn taker 
expresses the e"s& and milt by hand- 
ling the flsh with a soft cotton glove 


; by the head and tail, while a second 
1 man gently sti IPS the flsh, If ripe, and 
this can be appreciated jm\y by exoe 
rience. 


j 
After the flsh are stripped of their 


eggs and milt they are released, when 
thtv gradually drop down stream, as 
they do after erformlng their function 
In their natural wnv. 
Flsh that are 


artificially spawned do not become so 
exhausted, therefore, the loss is bv no 


i meane BO great as w hen they perform 
their function naturally. 


The eggs taken are then transfer- 


red to the hatcherv and are incubated 
on trays nlaced In troughs and here 
thcv are in need of constant care and 
attention it belni* necessary that thev 
be keot clean and the dead eggs picked 
out at least once each day. The great- 
est of fart la exercised In handling the 
eggs at all times as they are very deli- 
cate and the slightest mistake would 
cause a hevav !oss.

mended: AB soon as the onion crop is 
harvested thl» full ol»w UB tfce land 


the dP^th of one foot and expose 


as many of the worms and pupae to In- 
sectivorous birds, that are very fonfl 
of them. This mi?ht be done as fre- 
quently as time will permit. Continue 
the same treatment durins the win- 
tor months &nd manv of the worms will 
oe frosen a<t their tendemy in to go 
deeper and deeper Into the soil as the 
'rost line increases. 


In the spring and at least one month 


befoie the sow In" cf the onion crop, 
-.oread along with well rotted manure 
ibout 1000 pounds of refuse gas lime 
per acre and .xltiw under.

phide which is present In fresh gait 
llp-e will kill all vegetation and in- 
sects, and by the time the mil is ready 
for use the sulohltJe will be converted 
Into sulphate of lltne <r<-rwum) which 
is" serviceable in various waya aa ma- 
nine. 


It will also be noticed that it is the 


onions growing in the sundy and poor- 
er soil In the field that suffer "moat 
from the attacks of the pest. These 
therefore should be more liberally «uo- 
oilrt wilft manure In order that a vig- 
orous growth mav be secured from thu 
3ist. The plants will then push on and 
set over the .attack where weak plants 
would sink under It.
